Claim 26 

Claim 26, which is dependent on claim 25, relates to a cell characterised in that the 
mentioned sequence is the sequence NM 001497, AB 024434, NM 003780, BC 053006, 
XM 242992 or NM 177512. Without any indication as to the meaning of these codes, the 
subject matter of claim 26 is not clear and thus contravenes PCT Article 6. Owing to the 
lack of meaning attributed to these codes, no search has been carried out with respect to 
the subject matter of claim 26. 

The applicant is advised that claims relating to inventions in respect of which no 
international search report has been established cannot be the subject of an international 
preliminary examination (PCT Rule 66.1(e)). In its capacity as International Preliminary 
Examining Authority the EPO generally will not carry out a preliminary examination for 
subjects that have not been searched. This is the case whether or not the claims were 
amended after receipt of the international search report or in the course of the procedure 
under PCT Chapter II.
